EX-PRESIDENT COLE ARRIVES AT BOSTON 


ARRAIGNED, THEN RELEASED 


Pleads Not Guilty to the Charge of Embezzlement- 


Return from California Was Entirely Volun- 


tarily on His Part 


Boston, Jan. 5.—Charles H. Cole, for- 


mer president of the Globe National 
bank, who is charged with misappro- 
priating $900,000 of the funds of that in- 
stitution, arrived in this city at 5:15 last 
night from Los Angeles, Cal., In charge 
of United States Marshal Osborne and 
Secret Service Agent Browne. 


The party also included Mrs. Cole and 


their son, Eddie, who had accompanied 
the ex-bank president during1 the entire 
period of his absence from Boston, some 
two months. Mrs. Cole was driven to a 
hotel, while the remainder of the party 
were hurried to the Federal building. 
Deputy Marshal Waters escorted Mr. 
Cole at once to Marshal Darling's room, 
where the personal friends who were 
active in arranging sureties were alone 
admitted, and the formal arrest was 
made by Mr. Waters, who served ths 
warrant upon Mr. Cole, the latter under- 
going the ordeal calmly. 


After the formalities werft ovejr In 


Marshal Darling's office Mr. Cole was 
taken across the corridor Into the United 
States district court room. No officer of 
th« Globe bank was there to greet him. 
Borne few curious people, a few of ,'the 
Federal building empioyea, one or two 
city hall official*, the newspaper men, 
bailiffs and deputies made up the spec- 
tators. Marshal Ostoorne brought forth 
a bulky parcel of formidablo looking 
papers and documents, upon which ha 
mada formal delivery and return to 
United States Marshal Darling. Cole 
took his seat directly In front of the 
c»urt crisr's desk, and his gon seated 
himself on the left, while Deputy Wat- 
era, as custodian of Cole, took the seat 
at the right hand of the prisoner. 


Assistant District Attorney Cassy held 


* long consultation with Benjamin W. 
Wells, a city employe; Godfrey Morse, 
an attorney, and William Schofield, 
counsel for Cole, the result of which was 
that Messrs. Wells and Morse were de- 
clared to be acceptable as bondsmen for 
the accused. 
,"• 


These preliminaries over adjournment 


was made to the courtroom, where 
United States Commissioner Fiske had 
already taken his seat. Froceedlng at 
once to business the commissioner said: 


"Charles H. Col«, this is a complaint 


charging you with embezzlement 
" 


"We waive the reading of the com- 


plaint," said Mr. Schofleld. 


Mr. Cole seer/ted perfectly self-pos- 


•essed. He kept his eyes fixed on the 
commissioner, and at hia query, "What 


say you to this complaint, guilif 3r not 
guilty?" he emphatically replied, "Not 
guilty." 


Attorney Schofield said he would like 


a little time in which to prepare himself 
and consult Ins client and suggested a 
continuance until Jan. 18, to which the 
government consented, and the con- 
tinuance was granted. 


Bonds were then fixed at $50,000, and 


Messrs. Morse and Wells qualified sev- 
erally in the sum of $50,000 as sureties. 
This being satisfactorily accomplished, 
there was more handshaking, and then 
Cole walked out of the courtroom with 
his son and Mr. Wells to rejoin Mrs. Cole 
at her hotel. It is anticipated that he 
may make his home at Hingham for the 
present. 


Mr. Cole expresses confidence in his 


ability to meet the charges that have 
been made against him when his case 
comes to trial, and says he courts the 
fullest investigation that can be made 
of his transactions in connection with 
the Globe bank affairs. 


In speaking of the warrant for Cole's 


arrest, a copy of which was sent to Cali- 
fornia, United States Marshal Oaborne 
said that it was issued in the United 
States court for the district of Massa- 
chusetts and ran only to the deputy 
marshals and bailiffs of Massachusetts. 
It was not operative in California. In 
fact, Marshal Osborne said, Mr. Cole 
was not under arrest, but simply held 
under the provision of the law that pro- 
vides for the holding of an accused per- 
son on belief. As he came voluntarily 
and agreed that he would come on to 
Boston and submit to prosecution here, 
the southern California marshal acted 
only on the telegraphed instructions 
from Attorney General Griggs to pro- 
ceed with the ex-president, with a proper 
guard, to Boston. 


Marshal Osborne had a copy of the 


warrant, but did not serve It. Said he: 
"I could have arrested Mr. Cole upon 
that warrant, but would have been 
obliged to commit him to jail in Los 
Angeles, and then notify the United 
States marshal in Boston that I had tha 
prisoner awaiting his Instructions. Mr. 
Cole could have demanded a hearing In 
California and could have been ad- 
mitted to bail there, had he chosen, but 
lie made the proffer to come on to Bos- 
ton, 
the earlier the better, and waived 


all his rights in California. He has 
never, therefore, been arraigned, and it 
hag been perfectly possible for him at 
any time to hava obtained his writ of 
habeas corpus to release him from our 
holding."

MANY WITNESSES 


GIVE TESTIMONY 


Barnet's Sickness and Mol- 


ineux's Marriage Certifi- 


cate Touched Upon 


New York, Jan. 6.—Three of the wit- 


Besses called in the Molineux trial yes- 
terday gave testimony concerning the 
sickness of Henry C. Barnet, who died 
at the Knickerbocker Athletic club in 
the fall of 1898, and who the prosecution 
claims was poisoned by cyanide of 
mercury, contjuned in Kutnow powders. 
The prosecution was also enabled to in- 
troduce the marriage certificate of Ro- 
land B. Molmeux and Blanche Chese- 
brough, the alleged purpose of offering 
It being to fix the age of Molineux. 
In 


one of the letters asking for a patent 
medicine, signed "H. C. Barnet," the 
writer gave his age. 
It corresponded 


•with that in the certificate, but did not 
answer for Barnet. 


A witness testified yesterday as to the 


•ff ort by Molineux to have Cornish dis- 
ciplined by the Knickerbocker Athletic 
club, and a bank teller Identified the 
poison package address and the Barnet 
and Cornish letters as all written by 
Molineux. All the testimony yesterday 
strengthened the prosecution's case, ex- 
cept that Barnet's attending physician, 
while conceding that there had been | 
mercurial poisoning, insisted that the ' 
cause of death was heart failure, follow - 
ing diphtheria. 


Guy E. Ellison, a chemist, testified 


that he had reserved some of the mys- 
terious powder from the box in Barnet's 
room, and was sent to his office for the 
powder and for apparatus to analyze it. , 
He made a demonstration before the 
jury, showing, he said, that mercury 
was present. 


Charles C. Hughes, a member of the 


Knickerbocker Athletic club, 
testified 


that he had repeated to Molineux a state- 
ment made by Cornish that he (Moli- 
neux) had made money by selling liquor 
in a disreputable way. 


"What did Molineux say?" asked Mr. ]

"He said it was an outrage, and an ; 


employe should not be allowed to make 
such statemente."

Witness then told how Moiineux com- 


plained to the board of governors of th° 
club of Cornish slandering him, and

Joseph Farrell, a Newark policeman, 


testified to meeting and speaking to 
Molineux on Dec. 21, 1898, in Newark, 
near the stoit where the silver bottle 
holder that contained the poison re- 
ceived by Cornish is supposed to have 
been purchased. 


Gilbert B. Sayres, paying teller of the 


National Shoe and Leather bank, was 
pos-itive in his identification of the 
poison package address, the admitted 
Molineux letters and the Barnet and 
Cornish letters as having been written 
by the same person. He had studied the 
writing for two weeks, he said, and be- 
gan the study believing Molineux in- 
nocent. "I have to be rory, very care- 
ful," 
said the witness, "for the payirg

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GENERAL FRENCH TO TAKE COLE8BERG 


Asks for Reinforcements to Carry Out His Plans. 


Much Depends Upon Next Battle on the 


Tugela, Seizure of Another German 


Steamer Causes Bitterness 


Ixmdon, Jan. 5.—The center of activity 


for ths moment Is apparently in the 
Colesb&rg district, where, so far as is 
ascertalnable, there is a great deal of 
maneuvering and counter-maneuvering 
with little aojid result. General J. D. P. 
French has asked for small reinforce- 
ments to enable him to capture Coles- 
berg, which the Boers command, though 
eome reports represent them as being in 
a tight corner with their line of retreat 
cut of!. 


These reinforcements hav» been dis- 


patched from Da Aar, and include both 
Infantry and artillery. 
The Boers are 


eaid to have removed their laager out 
of rang* of the British guns, but are 
holding: a strong position. 
The state- 


ment La made that two British gun» 
eommajad Norval's Pont, over the Or- 
ange riv«r, and, the Colesberg road 
bridge. 
AB the Colesbarg road bridge 


ever tt>» Orange rlv«r Is put down on 
th« imps as nearly 20 miles from Nor- 
val's Poiit, the statement about the 
British, guns is improbable. 


It is fully expected that next week will 


•ee a haavy battle on the Tugela river, 
whlcl is now the real pivot of the cam- 
paigns. The Boers appear to be working 
incesiantly with shovel and pick. 


Lori Methuen's cavalry scouting has 


idev&lo-ped the fact that the Boer en- 
' trenchments extend some 40 miles, far 
overlapping the British positions and 
making Sank attacks exceedingly dif- 
ficult Military analysis affirm that the 
Boer trenchts confronting General Bul- 
ler str«tch away some 17 miles, and that 
workupon them is pushed unremittingly. 


The estimated force of the Boers on 


Bnll«rJ« front is 26,000, with 50 or 60 guns. 
Bull«r's reinforced strength amounts to 
upwaroEs of 25,000 infantry, 4000 mounted 
m*n, half regular and half irregular, 50 
field guns, 20 siege and naval guns and 
2000 artillerymen, 


Wllle the advance is delayed, flank 


movements are rendered most difficult, 
because long marches are not done with 
celerity and it is hard to time an attack 
.with certainty. 


The extent of the Dutch rising may 


now be measured by taking a line from 
Prleska, on the west, to Herschel or 
Barkly, on the east. Along the whole of 
this line, except at points actually oc- 
cupied by the British, the population 
aserns for the most part hostile. 


A Sispaiteh from Berlin says:

Imperial mail steamer General has been 
detained a-t Aden and occupied by Brit- 
ish troopg, with the objept of searching 
her cargo, which is to be discharged.

reliable authority the correspondent of 
the Associated Press learns that Em- 
peror 
-William 
is now thoroughly 


aroused by the repeated seizures of ves- 
selsi not one of which he hae been as- 
sured, Is guilty of carrying contraband. 
H« regards the seizures as high-handed 
proceedings, which England would not 
have dared undertake if the German 
navy were more powerful than it is. 


His majesty is said to be particularly 


Incensed, 
because information 
has 


reached him showing that the seizures 
weifc not due to the blundering of Brit- 
ish naval officers, but to strict orders 
trota headquarters, which the officers 
areruerely carrying out. He has, there- 
fore, instructed Count Von Buelow, the 
foreign secretary, to demand exact and 
lull reparation for the outrage done to 
the German flauff.

BESULT8 OF EXPEBIMENT8. 


MONETARY STANDARD 


Nearly f&,000 Realized From Three 


Hundred and Fifty Ton*—Large In- 
vestment to Provide Bnilneu Fa- 
cilities In the Bprlne—Nerr Wart- 
ime Machine Invented. 
A man at Tacoma just out from 


Dawson reports meeting between 150 
and 200 men going in over the Ice, all of 
them bound for Cape Nome by the riv- 
er route. After a rest at Dawson they 
will continue down the river. 
Their 


object Is to reach the new diggings be- 
fore the spring rush by boats from 
Dawson or by ocean steamers from 
Puget sound. The first steamers will 
leave Tacoma May 10. 


A large amount of capital Is being 


Invested this winter in projects which ' 
are destined to provide business facili- 
ties for Capes Nome and York In the 
spring, says the St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat. San Francisco and Puget sound 
men have organized the Bauk of Cape 
Nome, wWch will open for business 
at Nome City hi June with $200,000 
capital. 
Charles D. Lane, the San 


Francisco millionaire mine operator, 
will be its president G. N. Wright, 
postmaster at Nome City, telegraphed 
from New York recently that he had 
raised capital there to the amount of 
$150,000 for the purpose of providing a 
wharf for Nome in the spring. Ordi- 
nary docks cannot be built, because 
they would be destroyed when Bering 
sea freezes solid, in the fall. 
Mr. 


Wright intends to build a dock on lines 
suggested by John P. Hartman, a law- 
yer and state president of the Christian 
Endeavor society. 
It is proposed to 


drive parallel rows of heavy piling 
from the beach out into deep water a 
distance of 4,000 feet Between these 
protecting rows are to be placed long 
barges, which will rise and fall with 
the tide, being connected with each 
other by wire cables. It is believed 
that they will rise and fall sufficiently 
to prevent their destruction by the 
freezing and later by the breaking up 
of the Ice. The barges are to be built 
this winter and taken to Nome in the 
spring. 


Late last season the steamer Alpha 


of San Francisco shipped 350 tons of 
Cape Nome sand In ballast for the pur- 
pose of determining by special tests 
whether it could be made to pay. 
It 


was not selected material. The sand ' 
was loaded as it was scooped from j 
the surf. 
Although the entire mass ! 


was treated in California and that 
some time ago, the secret of the mill 
returns has been Jealously guarded. 
The fact has reached Tacoma in a 
roundabout way that from 350 tons of 
sand the sum of nearly $9,000 was 
realized, or approximately $25 a ton. 


Still more conclusive proof of the val- 


ue of the tundra top sand or mud, as it 
Is described by Alaskans, has been 
obtained at Tacoma. 
When Messrs. 


Birkel and Dickman returned from 
Slnook, about 20 miles north of Nome, 
they brought with them a bottle of the 
top layer of muddy material found im-j 
mediately beneath the moss of -their 
1 


tundra claims. Upon drying It showed , 
a sandy consistency. Although It was ! 
known to carry colors, no one suspect-1 
ed that it was pay dirt. Within the 1 
past few days a series of laboratory \ 
experiments* have demonstrated that j 
this so called tundra mud is very rich, j 
but will require special treatment. The ' 
two latest crucible tests yielded $37 
and $39 in gold to the ton. In eight, 
assays the range of gold _ value return- 
ed has been from $32 to $'l30 per ton. 


The discovery of the high average of 


value in the surf and tundra sands 
means the inception of new and ex- 
tensive mining operations at the Cape 
next summer. Before the season opens 
experiments will doubtless have deter- | 
mined the most economic method of i 
treatment for the sand as well as the j 
most expedient manner of handling it ) 
The ordinary methods of placer mining ' 
cannot save the values, as the gold 
Is too minutely diffused throughout 
the quartz sand. 


C. P. Topllff, a Tacoma mining man, 


has invented a new washing machine i 
and gold separator which It Is believed ] 
will meet the peculiar conditions at | 
Cape Nome better than any other ma- I 
chine yet built. Its peculiar value is I 
that it catches the finest flour gold. ' 
In testing the machine recently 113 
grains of fine gold were scattered 
through half a ton of gravel and sand, 
and all was saved but six grains. By 
means of a Chinese pump or inclined 
water elevator, consisting of a belt | 
running on pulleys with buckets at- 
tached, the water Is carried up from a 
tank or the ocean Itself and supplied ] 
to the 
machine. 
Turning a crank i 


gives the machine a bumping or rock- i 
Ing motion, besides elevating the wa- 
ter. Another valuable feature is that 
the water can be used over and over 
again, making the machine especially 
desirable for use in arid placer dig- 
gings, such as those of Arizona and 
southern California. The gold Is caught 
by means of a system of swinging ta- 
bles, besides plates and blankets cov- 
ered with amalgam. With four men 
to turn the crank and sjovel in the ca- 
pacity of the machine is equal to a doz- 
en rockers. This Is but one cf a num- 
ber of labor saving machines construct- 
ed for special use in working the gold- 
en sands of Cape Nome during 1900. 


Aldricli Reports and Speaks

nance Bill

zero, another makes a claim of remark- 
able merits for superheated water In 
light and heavy transportation, says 
the Indianapolis News. The water Is 
touted In upright steel tubes to 150 
degrees above the temperature of 
Bteam In a locomotive. When released 
Into an engine. It expands nearly 1,000 
times and performs the services re- 
quired of a storage power. 


Washington, Jan. B.—In accordance 


with the notice previously given by him, 
Senator Aldrich yesterday opened the 
discussion of the financial bill in the 
senate with a speech in execution of the 
senate substitute for the house bill. The 
speech was carefully prepared <uiu v as 
read from 3*anuscript. It was deliv- 
ered In clear and distinct language, but 
without any effort at oratory. Senators 
present gave Mr. Aldiich careful atten- 
tion, but no one interrupted him with 
questions or otherwise during the de- 
livery nor did any one manifest a dis- 
position to reply after he had concluded. 


In stating the purpose of the bill, Mr. 


Aldrioh said that the first section con- 
tains a clear and definite declaration 
that the gold dollar is and shall continue 
to be the standard unit of value; a new 
and more emphatic pledge on the part 
of the United States that all forms of 
money it may issue or coin shall be at 
all times maintained at an equality of 
value with the gold adopted as the 
standard, and a specific provision that 
United States notes and treasury notes 
shall, upon presentation at the treasury, 
be redeemed in standard guld coin. 


"These several declarations," said Mr. 


lAldrich, "embody ijj new and more 
positive terms the law and the practice 
in this respect, as interpreted and car- 
ried out in the administration of tha 
treasury department since the resump- 
tion of specie payments. No departure 
is Intended by this bill from the public 
policy which was adopted years ago, and 
hag been constantly adhered to through 
successive administrations. 
The bill 


now before the senate contains no dis- 
avowal of the position heretofore taken 
upon the position of international bi- 
metallism, and places no obstacle in 
the way of its accomplishment in the 
future. 
If it is possible to secure per- 


manence of relative value to gold and 
silver coins with the free coinage of 
both metals at a fixed r^tio, this perma- 
nence can only be secu^d by concurrent 
action of all the leading- nations." 


Mr. Aldrich eaid that the Democrats, 


while masquerading as the friends of 
bimetallism, have for the past four 
years been engaged in a crusade in be- 
half of the single-standard of silver in 
a serious attempt to place the money 
and business of the country upon a sil- 
ver basis; that the assertion that the 
free and unlimited coinage of gold and 
silver at the historical ratio of 16 to 1, 
without waiting for the consent of any 
other nation on earth, will be the su- 
preme issue in 1900, as it was in 1896, has 
not been contradicted. 


The measure also provided for a gold 


reserve of $150,000,000, to be replenished 
when it fell below $10,000,000 by the sale 
of bonds. The secretary of the treasury 
is empowered to convert a portion of 
the national debt into bonds bearing in- 
terest at 2 percent. 


After Mr. Aldrich concluded the sen- 


ate adjourned until Monday for the pur- 
pose, it is understood, of giving those 
who may wish to reply to the Rhode 
Island senator an opportunity to study 
his presentation of the subject. 


The Pettigrew resolution concerning 


the Philippine war went over until .Mon- 
day, when it is understood some sena- 
tors will be asked to be heard on the 
general Philippine question. Senator 
Beveridge also gave notice of a speech 
for Tuesday on the Philippine question, 
prefacing his notice with a resolution 
declaring his own position on the sub- 
ject. 


Senator Hoai- made a statement in the 


senate on the Quay case which is de- 
serving of wide attention, and was in 
effect addressed to the people of Massa- 
chusetts. "I receive by mail every 
day," said Mr. Hoar, "a great many let- 
ters, and I dare say this is true of all the 
members of the senate, appealing to me 
with great earnestness to vote to deny 
a seat in the senate to a gentleman from 
Pennsylvania who claims a seat by 
reason of an appointment made in the 
recess by the governor of that state, 
and the writers of these letters, evi- 
dently philanthropic and high-minded 
persons, propose that I should vote 
against the claimant on account of cer- 
tain charges they make concerning his 
personal character. Now, a good many 
years ago I investigated the question of 
the governor's right to appoint, and 1 
suppose;I have made eight or 10 speeches 
and have written three or four reports 
in the last 15 years in favor of the propo- 
sition that whenever there is a vacancy 
in the senate the governor has the right 
to fill it. 


"Now, what these gentlemen ask me to 


do in substance is this: the senate is the 
Judge of the election of the senators and 
I am a sworn judge, and yet these 
worthy persons ask me to stuff a ballot 
and make a false return in my capacity 
as a sworn judge of election because 
they think the governor ought to have 
appointed somebody else. That is the 
attitude these worthy gentlemen are 
taking and I see that some newspapers 
of wide circulation in my state, and a 
good many in the state affected, take 
the same view of the case. I hope this 
little statement, in which I am sine 
every member here will concur, will an- 
swer as a reply to this great batch of 
letters that I am getting."

Chleaso Man Described Spot Where 


•Mrs. Brewer's Body Was Found. 
The people in the vicinity of Wln- 


sted, Conn., are much interested in the 
way the body of Mrs. Ekielia Brewer, 
the aged widow whose skeleton was 
found frozen in a swamp about two 
miles from her home in South Sandis- 
field, Mass., on Sunday, Dec. 31, 1899, 
was discovered. According to reports 
a clairvoyant In Chicago told exactly 
where the body would be found. Wil- 
liam Smith of 505 Washington boule- 
vard, Chicago, is a son of Mrs. Sarah 
Smith, who is postmistress at South 
Sandisfield. 
He manifested a great 


deal of Interest In the disappearance 
of Mrs. Brewer and -wrote home for a 
photograph and handkerchief of the 
missing woman, In addition to Informa- 
tion as to her full name, age and par- 
ticulars as ta how she disappeared. 
The desired picture, according to the 
New York Sun, handkerchief and In- 
formation were forwarded to Smith, 
who visited a clairvoyant. 


In a letter to his mother, received the 


other day, Smith said: "The first day I 
called on the doctor he was not feeling 
well, so I called the next day. He ask- 
ed me to write on a sheet of foolscap 
paper Mrs. Brewer's full name and 
date of birth. He Inclosed the paper 
In a small piece of copper and, holding 
It over his forehead, asked me to re- 
late the story of Mrs. Brewer's disap- 
pearance, which I did. He then gave 
his answer as follows: 'No foul play. 
Will find her one and one-half miles 
due west, across little bridge, past 
white house, over stone wall, about 30 
or 40 yards from brook, face down- 
ward in a pool of water.' " 


The instructions were handed to Ju- 


lius Brewer by the postmistress, and 
he started out on Sunday morning, 
Dec. 31, In quest of his mother. He 
walked a little over a mile and a half 
.due west, passed a white house occu- 
pied by William- White, crossed a 
bridge on the road leading to New 
Marlboro, Mass., climbed over a stone 
wall and, after walking out on a frozen 
swamp about 30 yards, 
found his 


mother. Only her head and one knee 
were visible. Her face was downward 
In a frozen pool of water. 


Dr. C. H. Callender says he thinks 


there was no foul play and that Mrs. 
Brewer wandered into the swamp on 
the night she disappeared In her night- 
clothes, Sept 29, became fast In the 
mud and died of exposure.

INDIA ON THE WATCH. 


Its Natives Keenly Awake to Event* 


NOVF Happening In Sooth Alric- 
Private correspondence from India 


describes the people of all classes as 
following the progress of the war in 
South Africa with the keenest interest, 
says the New York Sun. One letter 
graphically says that "India Is watch- 
ing events like a tiger crouching for a 
spring." Another from the northwest 
provinces, commenting on the effect of 
the vrar on the native mind, says: 


"You do not realize what this war 


means to us. ^e get but scrapings 
and belated wires. * * * The true 
effect of the war Is to be seen arouDd 
us. The educated Hindoo and Moslem 
—a very small percentage, say 2 per 
cent, of our population of 287,000,000— 
read of the disaster at Lady smith. 
They call all the Hindoos to the tem- 
ples and tue Moslems to the mosques, 
and they are led to pray for 'the Brit- 
ish arms recently defeated in a faroff 
land.' 


"Now, the Illiterate Hindoos, the 


poor 'fellahs,' the 'coolies," the 'lown- 
flors,' know nothing but what they are 
told. They hear the prayers and say: 
'The Belattee sahibs (British) are de- 
feated. Is there a nation greater than 
Britain? And If some people can de- 
feat them, cannot we also strive to re- 
gain our land?' To countenance this 
sentiment you need only refer to the 
papers. Murders and raids are getting 
far more common. Our troops are hur- 
ried from station to station just to 
demonstrate ttat we are still here, and 
nightly I sleep with 600 rounds of am- 
munition under my bed, the safest 
place I cnn find You at home do not 
realize all these details."

RESTRICTING CITIES AND TOWNS 


The following is found to Governor 


trane's inaugural: 


"I renew the recommendation of my 


predecessor, in opposition to the tend- 
ency to appeal to the legislature in 
municipal affairs. 
Cities and towns 


should be let alone, to work out their 
own municipal probtema It is in the 
end no kindness to them to be grant- 
ed authority by the commonwealth, to 
assume financial burdens which are 
prohibited by gesoeral laws. A wiser 
policy would be to confpel them to live 
within their mean®, the legislature in- 
terposing its superior authority only 
when it is clear that an extraordinary 
exigency exists." 


This may be very well from the point 


of views of Boston and Dalton—the ex- 
tremes, it will be admitted— but it is 
prettier 
to 
read 
than it is use- 


ful. 
It is more, it is contradictory. 


"Critics and town should be let alone 
to work out their own municipal prob- 
lems." Very good, but how are they to 
do it if "it is kindness to them to 
be granted authority by the common- 
wealth to assume financial burdens 
which are prohibited by general laws." 
If cities and towns are to work out 
their own problems they should be 
allowed the largest measure of liberty 
in doing so, they should not be too 
much hampered by general laws. Gen- 
eral laws regarding the finance of 
cities if strictly adhered 
to would 


compel enterprising communities to 
remain as back-woods villages. 
For 


instance, had it not been possible for 
North Adams to have obtained special 
legislation we should have been 10 
years behind where we are today. It 
Is admitted that cities may very fool- 
ishly assume heavy financial burdens, 
but it is also admitted that communi- 
ties must work out their own salvation 
as well as work at their own problems. 
It is well to have laws looking broadly 
to the general weal, but it is stifling to 
be bound to narrow, restrictive laws. 
Individuality in communities as well 
as in persons must have room to prove 
itself or there will be little progress. 
Some cities like some persons may 
waste their substance and borrow to 
the point of financial ruin, but the 
cities -and persons who are capable of 
better things should be permitted to 
do these better things. 


In this respect the city Is far better 


qualified than the individual to as- 
Bume risks and heavy responsibilities. 
The recuperative quality of a city is 
something that can hardly be said to 
pass away. There is in every com- 
munity a saving element and a saving 
public sense that blunders will arouse 
to action.

Jeged owner, Mr. Hardman, is respon- 
Blble for the scurrilous editorial attacks 
(that appear in the "organ," but no man 
can believe that. On the contrary it Is 
B well known fact that Mr. Hardman 
Is without Influence in that department. 
He !s powerless. The "little editor,"

script could not be jealous of the Her- 
ald unless the Herald was distancing 
it in, the matter of circulation and 
advertising. We certainly could not be 
jealous of the Herald's ability to in- 
sinuate and lie. On the other 
the matter of circulators, we should be 
much pleased to have the Herald give 
the city's news dealers permission! to 
declare over their signatures the num- 
ber of Heralds they sell. We are more 
than ready to do thip and publish sim- 
ultaneously with the Herald a tabli 
comparing1 the sales of the Transcrip' 
and Herald, The results, we know, wil 
show from two to one and upwards in 
the Transcript's favor. Any committee 
of business men may go through the 
advertising columns- of both papers and 
give out their finding® for publication. 
The grounds for jealousy, and on which 
side, will then become clear. 


It is more than amusing to have the 


Herald dwell on the absence of the 
very obtrusive word "proprietor" fol- 
lowing' the owner's name at the head 
c-f this paper. Its use has fallen into

The word "obtained" once used in

As 
soon as it was cossible to d-o so the 
full, complete, absolute ownersihip of 
the Transcript was purchased by Mr. 
Hardman and is absolutely and ex- 
clusively his at the present time. No 
court of law can hold any other per- 
son responsible for a, single dollar of 
the Transcript's obligations and the 
most searching investigation cannot 
show that a single dollar of any man's 
money but Mr. Hardman's money ig 
directly or indirectly coming into the 
Transcript treasury or has come into 
it since Mr. Hardman's connection with 
it began a year ago In November. This 
is more of the Transcript's private af- 
fairs than we consider the public is in- 
terested in, but we deem, it necessary 
to relate these facts lest in some quar- 
ters the Transcript might suffer that 
greatest of curses on a public journal, 
the curse of appearing to be secretly 
owned and controlled, which curse our 
contemporary strives to fix upon us.

Alongside the development of the 


tobacco industry there had grown up 
in the South an extensive system of 
slavery. T^ our minds i,oday the word 
"slave," as applied to this continent, 
ia 
practically 
synonymous 
with 


"negro," but slavery in the colonial 
days was not by any means confined 
to the negro race. The indentured 
servants, who could be bought and 
sold, formed no inconsiderable class 
in the colonies. For the most part 
these people were English laborers 
who sold their services for a certain 
number of years to pay for their pas- 
sage to the 
plantations. Many of 


them were ex-convicts or persons of 
broken fortunes who in a fit of reck- 
lessness had plunged themselves into 
the abyss, trusting to luck that they 
might come up in a better plight in 
the New World. Sometimes gangs of 
these unfortunates were driven from 
place to place for sale. The colonists 
not inappropriately called the masters 
of such gangs "Soul-Drivers"; and, 
despite the fact that these white slaves 
were purchased by the planters for 
their services, the dealers engaged in 
such a traffic as a business received 
but little sympathy from the people. 
The story is told of one master who, 
after selling all of his gang except 
one Irishman, drank himself into a 
heavy sleep and awoke the next day 
to find that the son of Erin had rep- 
resented himself as the master, sold 
his drunken owner, and made off with 
the proceeds of the sale.—From

I used the wheel except for a few | 
places, where I was obliged to wade j 
through mudholes with the wheel on | 
my shoulders. 
For, the greater part 


the roads were good. I am now on 
special duty, using my wheel to meas- 
ure distances. I have no cyclometer, 
but have tied a piece of rope about the 
front wheel and count the ticks, allee 
samco cyclometer. 


"The natives are greatly puzzled at 


the bike, and this is the first to be so 
far in the interior. The first few days 
in November I had a hard time of it, 
going with a scouting party which 
was making a map. One road we took 
went through a great ricefleld. It was 
all broken, and I was obliged first ta 
carry the wheel through mudholes and 
wallows, then over fords, and at last 
I waded through a river. 
Then we 


struck a fine road into a village. You 
would have laughed to see the natives 
skate out of town, waving nil kinds 
of white flags made from shirts and 
every imaginable material. 


"We remained in this place over- 


night, and the next morning my trouj 
ble began. I waded through mud and 
streams, walked up hills, through cane- 
brakes up to my hips in mud and wa- 
ter and for about 12 miles .bad to 
walk and drag the wheel through saad 
and sticky mud."

TO FIGHT STREETRAILWAY LAW 


Cities and Towns to Declare War on 


Work of Legislature 


Representatives of fifteen cities and 


towns, Including mayors, city solicitors 
and selectmen, met at Worcester yes- 
terday and formally declared war upon 
the street railway law of 1898. The de- 
clarr' 
as preceded by a recital of 


the »- 
ad speaker after speaker de- 


nounced the measure in unmeasured 
terms. No one was present to say 
a good word in behalf of the law and 
the feeling was in favor of at once 
opening fire upon the measure and 
keeping it up until the legislature 
either repealed the law, amended it so 
as to take away the features now most 
complained of or at least made 
its 


provisions intelligible and capable of 
only 
one interpretation. 
Although 


this city was not represented, there is 
much local interest in the outcome of 
the 
meeting. 
Pittsfleld and North- 


ampton were also not represented. 


The three features most complained 


of in the present law are those relating 
to the removal of snow from the streets 
in which are street railway tracks, the 
maintenance of such streets and street 
sprinkling. 
Complaints 
were 
also 


made of other features of the law, but 
it was the general feeling that these 
are of minor importance and that the 
three points first named are th» nnes 
upon which redress is needed. 


In 
some respects 
the gathering 


smacked of an "experience" meeting. 
City and town officials, one after the 
other during the forenoon related the 
trials and tribulations with the street 
railway companies since the law of 
1898 went into operation and all had 
cause for complaint. 


In the afternoon the, convention got 


to business and appointed a committee 
of five, with Mayor Chapin of Holyoke 
as its head, to draft a. petition and bill 
for remedial legislation and present it 
to the legislature. An aggressive cam- 
paign against the present law is to be 
waged and those interested are to en- 
deavor to enlist the support of the 
newspapers, boards of trade and citi- 
zens generally. So strong a pressure 
will be brought to bear upon the mem- 
bers of the legislature and so close a 
watch will be kept upon the progress 
of the bill that those behind it are con- 
fident that the street railway interests 
cannot defeat the measure in spite of 
their most powerful opposition and the 
?• ork of -a. strong Jobby. 


The committee to draw up the bill 


organized with Mayor Chapin of Hol- 
yoke as chairman and it was decided 
to call a meeting in Boston, soon, at 
which a draft of the proposed bill will 
be presented 
for inspection. 
The 


measure will be in shape so soon PS to 
be presented to the legislature beio:c 
the time for the introduction of new 
business expires.

Description of Hard Fighting. Praise 


for Company Officers 


A letter from Fred Aspln, a member 


of Company M in the 26th regiment 
tells an interesting story of the two 
flghts in which the company has taken 
part. He says: 


"In the first battle we had we cap- 


tured 13 prisoners, and a few bolos. 
We had to cross rivers and walk up to 
our bodies in mud most of the time, 
but we won out all right We started 
from the barracks at 3 a. m., and re- 
turned at 10 o'clock all wet through. 


"Our 
captain said his company was 


too good to walk, and he went out try- 
ing to capture horses, so we could ride 
in our second battle. 


We started at 2 a. m. and it was the 


biggest battle of the two. We waded 
four rivers and passing the rice fields 
until 4 p. m., capturing 12 prisoners 
and killing 200 insurgents. We lost six 
killed and 18 wounded, capturing four 
horses and five fighting roosters, and 
a few hens. 


"After the battle M company search- 


ed the houses tK> see what could be 
found. They brought in a number of 
fine baskets, and some very fine battle _ 
bolos." 


The letter also says that Clarence 


Gallup of this city is in the cook's 
house, as the cook has been unable to 
work, and the second cook is in the 
military prison for striking the com- 
missary sergeant with a stick of 
wood. He also describes a military 
funeral which followed the battle. The 
letter says that "all those who stopped 
off at North Adams got fined."

Supreme Court Draws Fine Distinction 


Between Williams and Others 


The state supreme court handed 


down a decision yesterday in the cases 
of the trustees of Phillips academy 
against the town of Andover, which 
will be of great interest to the tax- 
payers of Williamstown. 


The case was brought to recover 


about $3000 taxes assessed upon houses 
occupied by various officers and pro- 
fessors connected with the academy. 
The trustees contended that the prop- 
erty was exempt from taxation be- 
cause devoted to religious and educa- 
tional purposes, and that the case dif- 
fered from the Williams college case 
inasmuch as the persons occupying 
the buildings received fixed salaries 
and were given the use of the buildings 
free. 


The court says that in the Williams 


college case the occupation of the 
houses by the professors "was held by 
a majority of the court to be for pri- 
vate purposes," and that that "case 
stands on its own facts and was not 
supposed by a majority of the court to 
overrule any prior cases or to change 
the law as it had been previously 
practiced and understood. 


"In this connection the court says: 


""The occupancy contemplated by the 
statute means, we think, something 
more than that which results 
from 


ownership and possession on the part 
of the institution, or the use of the 
property for investment purposes. It 
must have or be supposed to have, 
direct reference to the purposes for 
iwhich the institution was incorporated, 
and must tend, or be supposed to tend, 
directly to promote them. 


It is not enough, for instance, that 


an income is derived from the occu- 
pancy, which is applied to carrying on 
the institution. At the same time the 
occupancy may be of the sort con- 
templated by the statute, notwith- 
standing that, as incident to it, rent 
is received or the pecuniary value to 
the officer occupying it is taken into 
account in some other manner. 
The 


distinction lies, it seems to us, between 
an occupancy which is for the private 
benefit and convenience of the officer, 
and which is so regarded by the par- 
ies, as in the ordinary case of land- 
ord and tenant, and an occupancy 
here although necessarily to some ex- 
ent the relation of landlord and tenant 
inters into it, the dominant or prin- 
ipal matter of consideration is the 
iffect of the occupancy in promoting 
he objects of the institution and upon 
he efficiency and influence of the offi- 
cers as such, and upon those whom the 
institution designs to benefit. In the 
former case the property would not 
be exempt, and in the latter it would."
